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In a surprise move, th e 
State Department of Public 
Welfare Monday submitted to 
the 
Legislature’s

Health Committee a proposed 
substitute bill containing its 
recommended version of med­ 
ical assistance for the aged. 


The proposal was presented 


to the committee at a public 
hearing on two bills which 
would enroll the state in the 
Kerr-Mills federal medical as­ 
sistance program. 


LB100, introduced by Sen. 
Kenneth Bowen of Red Cloud, 
received the blessings of the 
State Medical Assn., the In­ 
surance Federation of Nebras­ 
ka and associated groups. 


Broadened Coverage 


LB408 , sponsored by Sen. 
Dale Erlewine, would broad­ 
en coverage to include serv­ 
ices performed by all persons 
licensed in the healing arts, 
Osteopaths, podiatrists, op­ 
tometrists and chiropractors 
were all excluded from provi­ 
sions of LB100. 
The Department’s proposed 
v e r s i o n would broaden the

coverage to include all heal­ 
ing arts contained in LB408 , 
but would tighten eligibility 
requirements spelled out in 
both bills. 


The committee adjourned 


without taking action on any 
of the proposals. Chairman 
Sam Klaver of Omaha an­ 
nounced he will call an execu­ 
tive session to study the bills 
within the next day or two. 


Sen. 
Terry Carpenter of 
Scottsbluff told The Star fol­ 
lowing the meeting that he 
will move to advance the De­ 
partment’s proposal to. the

Legislators 
Not Sold 0a 
State Song 


A committee of state sena­ 
tors listened to a proposed 
Nebraska state song Monday 
and decided against recom­ 
mending its acceptance. 
The song had been selected 
from more than 100 entries by 
a Nebraska State Song Com­ 
mittee created by the 1961 
Legislature. 
The recommended s o n g 
was entitled “Hail Nebras­ 
ka,” and words and music 
were composed by Eugene L. 
Clark, Lincoln musician. 


Strains of the song rolled 
down Statehouse corridors as 
it was performed for the Mis­ 
cellaneous Subjects Commit­ 
tee by madrigal singers from 
Nebraska Wesleyan Univer­ 
sity, directed by Prof. Oscar 
Bennett, a member of the 
song committee. 


Committee Not Sold 


Sen. George Syas of Oma­ 
ha, committee chairman, said 
the committee’s 5-0 vote to 
kill the bill making it the 
state song resulted from the 
fact the committee was not 
“completely sold” on the song 
as one to serve the state for 
all time. 


“ After all, t h e r e ’ s no 


haste,” said Syas. “We’ve 
gone a long time without a 
state song. 


Syas said there was some 
feeling in the committee that 
the song ought to have more 
than one verse and one chor­ 
us. He said there was some 
feeling that the words con­ 
cerned themselves too much 
with the “ Sons of Nebraska” 
and not enough with the state, 
the land, country and God. 
There were some fears also 
that the melody line goes too 
high for easy singing, he said. 


Bill Unopposed

making Clark’s 
song the state song, LB753, 
drew no opposition at the 
hearing.

NEHRU DECLARES U. S. - INDIAN 
BONDS GREATLY TIGHTENED

New York UP)—Prime Min­ 
ister Nehru says the Chinese 
Communists’ 
“ wanton 
and 
massive invasion” of India 
last fall isolated Red China 
and lost her “the good will 
of most of the nonaligned 
countries, and even of many 
of her Communist allies.” 
Because of the Chinese ac­ 
tions, the Indian leader says, 
I n d i a n-American relations 
“ have seldom been as cordial 
as they are now.” 
“The deep sympathy and 
practical 
support 
received 
from the United States in 
meeting the Chinese aggres­ 
sion has created a wealth of 
good feeling,” Nehru writes 
in Foreign Affairs, a quarter­ 
ly of the Council on Foreign 
Relations. 
Attack On Idea 
Nehru depicts the Chinese 
invasion as an attack on the 
whole idea of nonalignment 
among nations, and says it 
may have been sparked in 
part by Peking’s ideological 
quarrel 
with 
Moscow. 
He 
writes that the Chinese hos­ 
tility to India has had such 
results as these: 
“The 
impact 
of 
China, 
whether it again takes an 
acute military form or makes 
itself felt more insidiously, is 
forcing the pace of growth in 
India. Both the right and the 
left have been affected, and 
the nation as a whole is grow­ 
ing up. It is learning that in 
the world today it is not 
enough to be devoted to peace 
or to mind one’s own affairs, 
but that it is also necessary 
to 
have 
adequate 
armed 
strength, to adjust our rela­ 
tions with friendly countries 


in the light of the changing 
realities of the international 
situation, and, above all, to 
preserve and consolidate na­ 
tional unity. 
“The Communist Party of 
India is in disarray and the 
great majority of it has con­ 
demned the Chinese aggres­ 
sion.” 
Nonalignment 
Nehru says that since In­ 
dia became independent of 
Britain in 1947 it has been 
guided by a policy of non- 
alignment, which, he adds, 
implied cultivating friendly 
cooperation with all countries 
and helping to keep world 
peace. 
Consistent with this policy, 
he writes, India tried to de­ 
velop friendly relations with 
Communist China. 
“The wanton and massive 
invasion of last autumn has, 
however, brought an incalcul­ 
able, ominous and explosive 
new element into the situa­ 
tion,” Nehru goes on. “ Pe­ 
king’s propagandists h a v e 
tried to sow confusion in the 
public mind over this, but no 
amount of sophistry can con­ 
jure away the fact that the 
People’s Republic of China 
is guilty of premeditated ag­ 
gression.”

The President o f the American Med­ 
ical Asso ciatio n to ld an Omaha au dien ce 
o v er the weeken d that the American p eo p le 
do n ’t wan t “cheap medicin e.’’ The sp eak ­ 
er was Dr. Edward An n is, well kn o wn 
spo kesman fo r the AMA, p articu larly as an 
antago nist o f the So cial Secu rity p lan o f 
medical care fo r the aged. In the co n tex t 
in which it was said, the statemen t is o n e 
with which n o o n e co u ld disagree. 
What Dr. An n is was say in g was that 
medical scien ce has made fan tastic gain s 
in recen t y ears an d 
that this was o n e o f 
t h e 
o u tstan din g 
achiev emen ts o f this 
n atio n . 
If 
medical 
care is co n sidered ex p en siv e to day , su ch 
can serv e as testimo n y to the p ro gress 
that has been made in the treatmen t o f 
hu man ity . Certain ly , n o o n e 
do es wan t 
cheap medicin e if this is mean t to imp ly 
so methin g that is in ferio r. The American 
p eo p le wan t an d get the best medical care 
that can be o btain ed thro u gho u t the wo rld. 
In fan t mo rtality rates hav e been co n sisten t­ 
ly lo wered an d life ex p ectan cy ex ten ded 
as a resu lt o f the p ro gress we hav e made. 
Dr. Annis drew a co mpariso n between 
the phy sician o f y ears ago and to day ’s 
practitio ners. 
No lo nger, he said, do es 
the kindly family do cto r spend the night 
at the patient’s bedside. But a y o ung do c­ 
to r to day , he said, will treat 20 new pa­ 
tients and heal them in wo nderful way s. 
The AMA p residen t said that to day ’s 
p hy sician , ho wev er, still has 
the 
same 
k in dn ess as his p redecesso rs — the same 
great desire. Mu ch o f this, 
to o , 
wo u ld 
brin g o n little argu men t. Mo dern medi­ 
cin e in man y resp ects do es resemble a 
kin d o f assembly lin e bu t rit ju st abo u t 
has to be this way . Medical care is n o t 
o n ly better to day , bu t is mu ch mo re wide­ 
ly receiv ed than in the p ast. 
★ 
Bu t it seems that Dr. An n is has n o t 
ex amin ed the to tal p ictu re. No o n e argu es 
with the caliber o f medicin e o r the dedica­ 
tio n o f p hy sician s. These thin gs, ho wev er, 
do n o t so lv e the eco n o mic p ro blems that 
hav e co me alo n g with o u r o ther adv an ces. 
To day ’s p hy sician is u n like his p redeces­ 
so r in o ther way s, to o . Fo r in stan ce, we 
kn o w o f n o do cto rs who tak e lay in g hen s 
o r a side o f beef in p ay men t fo r their 
serv ices. An d p ersisten ce in the co llectio n 
o f acco u n ts is abo u t as efficien t in the 
medical p ro fessio n as it is in an y o ther 
p ro fessio n o r bu sin ess. Ho wev er, ev en this 
is n o t ex actly the p o in t o n which so mu ch 
co n cern is sho wn these day s. 
In the day s Dr. Annis say s we do n’t 
want to go back to , few peo ple ev er faced 


much o f an eco no mic pro blem with med­ 
ical bills. Medicine was such that the kind 
o f ex penses we kno w o f to day were hard­ 
ly po ssible. Peo ple simply died o f their ail­ 
ments in y ears go ne by . This fact, alo ng 
with the changing so cial ro le o f the phy si­ 
cian, acco unts fo r the eco no mic pro blems 
that are faced in medicine to day . And 
strictly as an eco no mic matter, the situa­ 
tio n wo uld no t generate the debate that it 
has. But medicine nev er has been and 
pro bably nev er will be strictly an eco no m­ 
ic matter. It isn’t just a questio n o f pay ­ 
ing fo r what y o u get and getting what y o u 
pay fo r. This isn’t the way the av erage 
perso n lo o ks at medicine. There are o th­ 
er humanitarian co nsideratio ns inv o lv ed. 
★ 
The ex isten ce an d n atu re o f these co n ­ 
sideratio n s are n o t difficu lt to agree u p o n , 
either, bu t fro m that p o in t o n , the agree­ 
men t beco mes mo re an d mo re difficu lt to 
fin d. We wo u ld all agree that n o o n e sho u ld 
be den ied adeq u ate medical care fo r wan t 
o f su fficien t fu n ds bu t what co n stitu tes 
adeq u ate medical care an d who se defin i­ 
tio n o f su fficien t fu n ds do we u se? 
Isn’t so me o f the pro gress o f medi­ 
cine lo st o n so ciety when in place o f a 
phy sical pro blem it o ften substitutes an eco ­ 
no mic o ne? If o ne had to accept either 
an eco no mic o r phy sical pro blem, there 
isn’t much do ubt that he wo uld take the 
eco no mic o ne. Few peo ple wo uld v alue 
any thing higher than go o d health but this 
is no t eno ugh o f an answer.

If the tru th 
chan ged, we wo u ld in deed be in serio u s dif­ 
ficu lties an d chao s wo u ld be the en d resu lt. 
So me will say that the ap p licatio n o f 
this co u rt ru lin g to reap p o rtio n men t is ir­ 
relev an t sin ce reap p o rtio n men t is n o t a 
federal matter. The co u rt, ho wev er, has 
already said that su ch lo gic is in erro r 
an d that state reap p o rtio n men t is a mat­ 
ter o f federal co n cern .

Bu t it wo u ld be u n fo rtu n ate if the meet­ 
in g dev o tes its greatest emp hasis to Castro ­ 
ism. Certain ly , the Cen tral American co u n ­ 
tries are en titled to a fu ll rep o rt o f this n a­ 
tio n ’s attitu de an d activ ity an d they o we 
so me measu re o f co o p eratio n in o rder to 
keep Castro ism fro m their sho res. Bu t the 
p rimary dan ger in all o f Latin America is a 
willin gn ess to p ro ject a fear o f su bv er­ 
sio n to ward an alien fo rce while failin g to 
acco mp lish the basic refo rms at ho me.

The Un ited States has n o t been all 
wro n g in its sev eral p ro p o sals to its u n ­ 
hap p y little n eighbo rs. Bu t o bv io u sly the 
willin gn ess o f a fav o red elite to u se Amer­ 
ican aid to stren gthen itself while fru strat­ 
in g the refo rms fo r which the aid was 
gran ted is a wro n g way attitu de. When 
do n e in the n ame o f demo cracy it o n ly , at 
lo n g last, co n v in ces the Latin American 
shirtless that demo cracy is a false ho p e, 
when in tru th demo cracy , when allo wed 
rein , is the o n ly sy stem that deliv ers the 
go o ds.

A project at Southwest Re­ 
search Institute, under spon­ 
sorship of the Nebraska De- 
p a r t m e nt of Agriculture, 
shows p r om i s e of helping 
s ol ve these problems, re­ 
searchers said. 
The surplus grains are ren­ 
dered into alcohol which is 
mixed with gasoline. Alcohol 
has been used in racing en­ 
gines in the past but until 
now has not proved economi­ 
cal in ordinary cars. 
Technological advances at 
the institute and elsewhere in­ 
dicate the alcohol can bs man- 
f a c t u r e d cheaper a nd 
modern engines are able to 
make better use of the blends. 
The project was sponsored 
by LeRoy Welsh of Omaha, 
who worked on a national and 
state s c a l e to reduce farm 
surpluses through technology. 
Welsh, a trustee at Southwest 
Research, is head of the Pres­ 
ident’s committee on indus­ 
trial uses of surplus grain. 
Preliminary findings indi­ 
cate that an unmodifi^, high- 
compression engine can use 
a mixture of grain alcohol 
and gasoline and reduce cer­ 
tain smog producing exhaust 
gases as much as 60%.

A resolu tion ex pressin g leg­ 
islativ e disapprov al of pu blic 
power district adv ertisin g de­ 
sign ed to in flu en ce legislation 
or election s was approv ed 33-0 
by the State Legislatu re Mon ­ 
day . 
A min imu m of discu ssion 
preceded the v ote. 
The resolu tion was in tro­ 
du ced by freshman Sen . Clif­ 
ton Foster of Bradshaw an d 
was aired thorou ghly at a 
hearin g recen tly before th e 
Pu blic Works Committee. 
Su rprisin gly , mostly power 
district represen tativ es v oiced 
fav orable sen timen ts on t h e 
resolu tion at the hearin g. 
Sev eral min or amen dmen ts, 
in clu din g on e takin g ou t the 
work “deplore” in relation to 
the Legislatu re’s reaction to 
su ch adv ertisin g, were pro­ 
posed by the Pu blic Works 
Committee an d approv ed on 
the floor. 
Sen . Cecil Craft of N o r t h 
Platte Mon day proposed re­ 
mov al of a sen ten ce in th e 
resolu tion which said: “We 


fu rther recommen d that all 
parties con cern ed cease an d 
desist in an y fu rther su ch ad­ 
v ertisin g from the date of the 
adoption of this resolu tion .” 
The Craft amen dmen t lost 
6-2 1. 


As origin ally drawn , Resolu ­ 
tion No. 18 merely rapped ad­ 
v ertisin g design ed to in flu en ce 
legislation . A c o m m i t t e e 
amen dmen t ex ten ded it to 
cov er adv ertisin g design ed to 
in flu en ce election s.
